HISTORY   OF    CAMP    DE    GRASSE 


Camp  de  Grasse  was  established  in  April,  1918,  in  a  field  close  to  the  railway  terminal  at  St.  Pierre  des 
Corps,  near  the  city  of  Tours.  The  site  on  which  the  camp  is  located  was  chosen  because  of  its  convenience 
to  the  railroad,  and  is  a  flat,  level  area  in  a  plain  about  two  miles  wide  between  the  rivers  Loire  and  Cher,  near 
their  junction.  The  camp  is  situated  about  125  miles  southwest  of  Paris,  and  about  100  miles  from  the  coast. 
It  is  on  a  level  with  Montreal,  Canada,  in  north  latitude,  and  shares  with  Western  Europe  a  moderate  climate,

due  to  the  neighborhood  of  the  Gulf  .Stream.  The  land  on  which  the  camp  site  is  located  has  very  little  fall  for 
drainage,  and  had  been  reclaimed  at  some  previous  time  by  the  construction  of  a  long  system  of  levees  on  each 
side  of  the  two  rivers  between  which  it  is  situated. 

The  first  organization  stationed  at  Camp  de  Grasse  was  known  as  Detachment  «A»,  First  Provisional 
Depot  Battalion,  Railway  Operating  Troops,  and  was  commanded  by  Captain  D.  D.  Bridges.  This  detachment 
arrived  in  camp  the  latter  part  of  April,  1918,  and  the  camp  site  became  a  city  of  tents,  pending  the  erection  of 
barracks  which  were  to  quarter  the  men  located  at  this  station.  The  personnel  of  this  detachment  was  steadily 
increased  by  men  who  were  picked  from  line  organizations,  and  who  were  especially  qualified  for  the  duties 
required  by  a  railway  operating  organization.     The  table  of  organization  for  these  troops  called  for  skilled 
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engineers,  firemen,  trainmen,  mechanics,  yardmasters,  dispatchers,  clerks,  and  other  specialists  necessary  for 
the  operation  and  maintenance  of  a  standard  gauge  railway  system. 

Captain  Bridges  was  Commanding  Officer  of  the  camp  from  its  beginning  until  June  29th,  1918,  when  he

was  succeeded  by  Captain  F.  M.  Smith.  First  Lieutenant  John  C.  McLean  was  Camp  Adjutant  from  its 
beginning  until  August  2nd,  191S,  when  he  was  succeeded  by  Captain  H.  B.  Wells  of  the  59th  Engineers. 
Captain  Smith  was  promoted  to  the  grade  of  Major  and  retained  command  of  the  camp  until  December  15th,

1918,  when  he  was  ordered  to  the  Army  of  Occupation  ;  he  was  succeeded  by  Major  T.  J.  Strickler,  who  is  the 
present  Camp  Commander.  First  Lieutenant  H.  J.  Dean  was  appointed  Assistant  Camp  Adjutant,  December 
19th,  1918  and  succeeded  Captain  Wells  as  Camp  Adjutant  on  March  2nd,  1919.  Lieutenant  Dean  is  the 
present  Camp  Adjutant.  First  Lieutenant  Frank  A.  AtwiU  was  appointed  Camp  Personnel  Adjutant  on 
January  nth,  1919  and  has  acted  in  this  capacity  up  to  the  present  time. 
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The  personnel  of  the  original  detachment  was  increased  steadily  and  formed  into  two  companies,  which 
became  part  of  the  59th  Engineers,  commanded  by  Major  E.  B.  Whitman.  As  the  men  arrived  in  camp  they 
were  divided  into  several  classes,  and  given  a  short  course  of  instruction  in  the  French  method  of  railway 
operation,  which  differs  greatly  from  our  own  method  of  operation  in  the  United  States.  There  were  many 
serious  obstacles  to  be  overcome,  the  chief  among  these  being  the  difference  in  language,  as  comparatively  few 
Frenchmen  speak  or  understand  English.  The  French  system  of  operation  was  found  to  be  quite  a  problem  in 
every  respect,  the  only  element  common  to  our  own  system  being  the  rail,  and  that,  too,  is  slightly  different 
from  our  own  standard  rail.  The  French  use  a  three  car  brake  system  on  trains,  that  is,  a  car  with  a  hand  brake 
at  each  end  of  the  train,  and  one  in  the  middle.  When  the  engineer  wants  the  train  to  stop  he  gives  a  whistle 
signal  and  the  three  brakemen  on  these  cars  get  busy  and  the  train  stops,  eventually.    The  checkerboard  system

of  signals,  although  comparatively  simple  and  absolutely  safe,  was  very  difficult  to  understand  at  the  beginning. 
Whistle  and  hand  signals  were  found  to  be  entirely  different  from  our  own  system,  as  well  as  the  rules  of  the  road, 
as  the  traffic  moves  to  the  left  on  the  left  hand  track  on  French  railroads,  which  is  a  complete  reversal  of  our 
proverb  «  always  keep  to  the  right ».  The  automatic  coupler  is  an  unknown  quantity  to  France,  and  the  old 
system  of  chain  and  hook,  with  spring  buffers  is  the  standard  equipment  used  on  all  rolling  stock  in  France. 

After  the  troops  which  first  arrived  in  camp  had  passed  satisfactory  examinations  they  were  assigned  to 
duty  on  the  Paris  and  Orleans  Railroad,  the  main  line  of  which  passes  through  this  station.  On  May  4th,  1918, 
operations  were  begun  with  the  assignment  of  ten  locomotive  engineers,  who  were  to  operate  out  of  this  terminal 
under  the  supervision  of  the  French.  Second  Lieutenant  P.  H.  Ryan  (then  a  private)  has  the  distinction  of 
being  the  first  American  soldier  to  operate  a  locomotive  on  French  operated  railroads. 

The  51st  Engineers  arrived  at  Camp  de  Grasse  on  July  12th,  1918,  under  the  command  of  Captain  Floyd 
H.  Grandy.  These  troops  were  divided  into  classes,  put  through  instructions  by  the  French,  and  a  large 
portion  of  them  were  assigned  to  duty  on  the  Paris  and  Orleans  Railroad.  The  remaining  portion  of  these 
troops  were  placed  on  duty  at  the  round  house  and  car  shops,  with  the  exception  of  the  men  who  were  retained 
in  camp  to  erect  barracks  and  carry  on  camp  construction  work.  Captain  J.  W.  McVey  of  the  51st  Engineers 
was  placed  in  charge  of  the  motive  power  at  this  station,  and  also  had  general  supervision  over  the  work  carried 
on  in  the  car  repair  shops. 

The  62nd  Engineers  arrived  in  camp  on  August  1st,  1918,  under  the  command  of  Captain  Erskine,  which 
provided  additional  personnel  for  further  expansion  of  our  operations  out  of  this  station.     First  Lieutenant

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A.  A.  Williams  of  the  62nd  Engineers  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  car  repair  shops,  with  Master  Engineer 
John  P.  Finnell  as  general  foreman.  This  department  experienced  considerable  difficulty  in  making  repairs  to 
French  equipment  as  tools  and  supplies  were  not  available,  and  our  mechanics  were  not  familiar  with  the  constr- 
uction of  the  French  equipment  passing  through  the  shops  for  repairs. 

The  69th  Engineers,  under  the  command  of  Major  C.  B.  Falley  arrived  at  Camp  de  Grasse  on  October 
17th,  1918.  A  great  many  men  of  this  battalion  were  used  in  camp  construction  work  until  the  camp  was  about 
completed,  after  which  they  were  placed  on  the  railroad.  This  battalion  was  followed  in  November  with  the 
arrival  of  the  118th  Engineers,  a  full  regiment.  This  regiment,  however,  was  not  assigned  to  duty  at  this  camp, 
but  the  various  companies  were  reorganized  here  and  sent  to  other  stations  for  railroad  operation. 

In  May,  1918,  the  R.  T.  O.  office  was  established  at  St.  Pierre  des  Corps,  the  personnel  of  which  was  furn- 
ished from  this  camp,  and  consisted  of  twenty-six  men.  This  force  was  in  charge  of  First  Lieutenant  W.  W. 
Judson,  and  has  handled  the  entire  American  freight  and  troop  movement  through  this  station.  A  large  port- 
ion of  the  troops  from  the  ports  of  Brest,  St.  Nazaire,  and  Bordeaux  passed  through  this  station  on  their  way  to 
the  front  or  training  camps.  Troops  from  the  Engineer  Casual  Camp  at  Angers  and  the  Infantry  Casual  Camp 
at  St.  Aignan  passed  through  this  station  enroute  to  the  front.  The  R.  T.  O.  was  also  called  upon  to  handle 
many  thousand  German  prisoners  which  were  taken  by  the  Americans,  as  the  largest  American  Prison  Camp  is 
also  located  at  St.  Pierre  des  Corps.  All  German  prisoners  were  sent  to  this  camp  and  classified,  and  a  large 
portion  of  them  sent  out  to  other  stations  in  labor  companies.  '

Since  the  signing  of  the  armistice  the  R.  T.  O.  at  this  station  has  handled  practically  all  of  the  divisions 
which  were  being  evacuated  through  the  Le  Mans  Embarkation  Camp,  and  also  many  of  those  going  directly 
to  the  ports  for  embarkation.  St.  Pierre  des  Corps  has  been  the  regulating  station  for  most  of  these  divisions. 

The  French  were  unable  to  furnish  sufficient  personnel  to  operate  the  round  house  at  this  station  and  early 
in  June  a  detachment  of  about  eighty  men,  in  charge  of  Sergeant  First  Class  Morrison  Jones  of  Compaq  «  B  », 
59th  Engineers,  was  placed  on  duty  at  the  round  house  to  look  after  the  light  running  repairs  of  the  motive 
power.  Sergeant  Jones  was  in  charge  of  the  round  house  from  June  3rd,  1918  until  August,  when  Second 
Lieutenant  G.  A.  Almes  was  appointed  Master  Mechanic.  Sergeant  Jones  continued  in  the  capacity  of  gen- 
eral foreman.  Lieutenant  Almes  was  succeeded  by  First  Lieutenant  C.  C.  Cannon  in  September,  and  the 
locomotive  repair  work  was  carried  on  under  his  supervision  until  the  latter  part  of  November,  1918.  The 
present  Master  Mechanic,  Lieutenant  M.  B.  Deady,  was  placed  in  charge  November  27th,  1918,  and  has. 
continued  as  such  until  the  present  time.  The  personnel  had  been  greatly  increased,  and  at  the  time  of  the 
signing  of  the  armistice  there  were  350  men  regularly  employed  at  the  round  house,  and  an  average  of  1,465 
locomotives  were  being  cared  for  at  this  terminal  per  month. 

At  the  time  of  taking  over  the  car  shops  there  was  an  abundance  of  freight  cars  on  hand  awaiting  repairs, 
and  the  rate  at  which  finished  cars  were  turned  out  by  our  mechanics  caused  considerable  amazement  by  the 
Frenchmen,  who  have  been  quick  to  adopt  our  American  methods  wherever  possible.  There  were  no  tools 
available,  and  this  retarded  the  work  greatly,  as  it  was  necessary  to  do  practically  all  the  repair  work  by  hand 
tools  furnished  by  the  French.  Later  on  an  air  compressor  and  pneumatic  tools  were  furnished  and  the  produc- 
tion was  greatly  increased.  The  original  personnel  consisted  of  about  fifty  men,  but  this  was  increased  until 
the  average  of  175  men  was  reached  in  the  months  of  October  and  November,  which  were  the  banner  produc- 
tion months.  For  the  week  ending  October  28th,  202  French  cars  were  turned  out  as  complete  and  accepted 
by  the  French  inspectors,  exclusive  of  miscellaneous  repairs  made  to  American  equipment  at  this  station  and 
by  special  details  sent  out  to  other  parts  of  the  road.     In  the  latter  part  of  October  Lieutenant  Williams  was 
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succeeded  by  First  Lieutenant  Hamilton,  but  shortly  after  Lieutenant  Hamilton  took  charge  he  was  assigned 
to  duty  at  the  St.  Pierre  des  Corps  round  house,  and  the  work  was  carried  on  by  Master  Engineer  Finnell  until 
the  detail  was  relieved  in  the  early  part  of  March,  I g I y .  A  total  of  2,144  cars  were  repaired  during  the  time  the 
American  troops  were  operating  these  shops,  seventy  percent  of  which  were  heavy  repairs,  and  the  remainder 
light  repairs. 

Shortly  after  the  arrival  of  the  51st  Engineers,  the  operations  out  of  St.  Pierre  des  Corps  were  taken  over 
by  Major  F.  M.  Smith,  who  was  appointed  Superintendent  of  Terminals  at  St.  Pierre  des  Corps  and  Tours. 
A  dispatching  force  with  a  selector  telephone  set  was  installed  at  St.  Pierre  des  Corps  which  was  connected 
with  all  stations  and  sidings  between  Saumur  and  Gievres.     The  creation  of  this  dispatching  force  materially

facilitated  the  handling  of  American  troop  and  supply  trains  from  the  base  ports  to  their  destination,  as  the 
French  system  of  railroading  does  not  include  a  dispatching  system  as  used  in  the  United  States.  Our  operat- 
ions continually  expanded,  but  St.  Pierre  des  Corps  and  Tours  terminals  have  never  been  operated  in  their 
entirety  by  American  personnel.  One  of  the  main  yards  of  the  Paris  and  Orleans  railroad  is  located  at  this 
point,  which  has  four  humps  where  cars  are  classified.  At  one  time  during  the  busiest  season,  while  the  war 
activities  were  at  their  zenith,  twelve  thousand  cars  were  put  over  these  humps  in  one  day,  and  the  average

train  movement  through  this  terminal  was  185  trains  each  twenty-four  hours.  Major  Smith  was  succeeded  by 
Captain  A.  C.  Murphy  as  Terminal  Superintendent  on  December  15th,  1918. 

The  American  Special,  an  all-American  train  for  the  exclusive  use  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the 
A.  E.  F.,  and  commonly  known  as  the  T-C  Train,  which  operates  between  Tours  (Headquarters  of  the  S.O.S.) 
and  Chaumont  (General  Headquarters  of  the  A.E.F.)  was  operated  exclusively  by  personnel  from  Camp  de 
Grasse.  The  entire  personnel  of  the  Rocade  Train,  which  operates  between  St.  Pierre  des  Corps  and  Toul  for 
the  exclusive  use  of  American  officers  and  enlisted  men,  is  also  furnished  from  this  camp. 

First  Lieutenant  F.  Zogbaum  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  construction  work  at  Camp  de  Grasse  in  May, 
1918,  and  under  his  supervision  many  barracks  were  constructed,  kitchens  erected,  ditches  and  drains  were 
provided,  a  running  water  system  established,  a  bath  house  and  washroom  with  showers  and  fixtures  for  hot 
and  cold  water  were  installed,  and  a  10,000  gallon  reservoir  erected  near  the  camp  bath  house.  In  addition 
to  this  a  large  Y.  M.  C.  A.  building  was  erected,  and  later  on  a  building  for  officers  quarters  and  bath  was 
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constructed.  Lieutenant  Zogbaum  was  succeeded  in  February,  1919,  by  First  lieutenant  Robert  L.  Robbins, 
Jr.,  and  the  general  plan  of  construction  as  originally  outlined  was  carried  but.  The  roads  on  the  outskirts 
of  the  camp  and  through  the  camp  were  improved,  the  drainage  system  completed  and  perfected,  and  a 
well  organized  delousing  plant  has  been  constructed.  Brick  incinerators  have  been  built  in  the  rear  of 
the  kitchens  and  a  huge  hanger  has  been  erected  on  the  atheletic  field  for  the  carrying  on  of  sports  in 
inclement  weather.  The  camp  at  the  present  time  is  in  excellent  condition  from  the  standpoint  of  sanitation, 
and,  in  general  appearance  and  arrangement  has  been  rated  very  ?high  by  various  [inspecting  officers  from 
Headquarters. 

An  entertainment  department  was  organized  at  this  camp  early  in  February  and  Lieutenant  Robbins  was 
appointed  Entertainment  Officer.  An  orchestra  was  formed  from  a  small  group  of  musicians  and  under  the 
direction  of  Second  Lieutenant  J.   P.    Edwards  has  been  perfected  and  developed  into  a  very  creditable 
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orchestra  which  has  become  a  constant  part  of  each  evening's  entertainment.  A  minstrel  show  was  intro- 
duced by  the  Entertainment  Officer  and  the  entire  personnel  was  selected  from  soldiers  stationed  at  this 
camp.  The  performance  was  a  very  creditable  one  and  was  greatly  enjoyed  by  all  present.  In  April,  1919, 
a  musical  sketch  and  tableaux,  written  and  produced  by  Camp  de  Grasse  talent,  entitled  the  «  1923  Revue », 
was  presented  to  a  large  audience  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  After  appearing  two  evenings  at  this  camp  it  was 
repeated  at  other  camps  in  the  arrondissement  of  Tours  and  is  now  scheduled  for  a  tour  of  the  S.  O.  S. 

Early  in  December  all  engineer  regiments  and  battalions  operating  on  the  various  Lines  of  Communication 
were  abolished  and  the  personnel  organized  into  separate  Transportation  Corps  companies.  The  Lines  of  Com- 
munication were  divided  into  Grand  Divisions  and  sub-divided  into  Divisions.  The  troops  at  this  station  are 
a  part  of  the  Fourteenth  Grand  Division,  commanded  by  Lieutenant  Colonel  Mason,  and  are  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  Major  L.  M.  Shipley,  Superintendent  of  the  Touraine  Division,  which  extends  from  Saumur 
through  St.  Pierre  des  Corps  to  Gievres.  In  December,  1918,  the  personnel  of  the  Transportation  Corps  comp- 
anies stationed  at  Camp  de  Grasse  and  operating  on  the  railroad  consisted  of  twenty-eight  officers  and  1,862 
enlisted  men.  Train  movements  at  this  terminal  are  under  the  supervision  of  Captain  A.  C.  Murphy,  Terminal 
Superintendent,  who  is  assisted  by  an  excellent  force  of  enlisted  men. 

First  Lieutenant  Thomas  OLeary,  Jr.,  Adjutant  of  the  Touraine  Division  troops  stationed  at  Camp  de 
Grasse  is  the  personel  representative  of  Major  Shipley  at  this  camp. 
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In  August,  1918,  a  post  office  was  established  in  a  te"nt,  from  which  place  mail  was  distributed.  With  the 
erection  of  permanent  barracks,  the  post  office  was  enlarged  and  placed  in  charge  of  Sergeant  Hart  of  the  62nd 
Engineers.  In  October  sergeant  Hart  was  succeeded  by  Corporal  Stephen  Boor  of  the  90th  Company,  Transp- 
ortation Corps. 

The  camp  supply  department  was  under  the  supervision  of  Lieutenant  Zogbaum  until  August  22nd,  1918, 
at  which  time  he  was  relieved  by  First  Lieutenant  C.  T.  Saunders  of  the  51st  Engineers.  The  supply  departm- 
ent has  passed  through  the  various  stages  of  most  all  camps,  and  at  the  present  time  is  one  of  the  most  efficient 
organizations  in  this  camp.  Much  credit  is  due  to  the  success  of  the  supply  department  through  the  untiring 
riiurts  of  Sergeant  First  Class  B.  P.  Bygerson.  The  motor  transportation  and  camp  garage  are  also  under  the 
supervision  of  the  supply  officer,  and  the  garage  personnel  is  in  charge  of  Sergeant  W.  J.  Hurly.     Many

difficulties  were  encountered  in  making  repairs  to  the  motor  transportation  as  it  has  been  very  difficult  to  obtain 
spare  parts  for  the  various  models  of  motor  cars,  motorcycles  and  trucks. 

The  health  of  the  soldiers  stationed  at  this  camp  has  been  very  good  considering  the  cold  and  wet  weather 
of  last  winter,  and  the  most  serious  disease  that  has  existed  at  this  camp  was  influenza,  which,  however,  did  not 
develop  into  an  epidemic  due  to  the  measures  taken  to  prevent  its  spread  by  the  Medical  Department.  Only  a 
very  small  percentage  of  these  cases  resulted  in  serious  complications.  Ever)'  measure  was  taken  to  preserve 
the  health  of  the  men,  and  although  there  were  many  soldiers  reporting  at  sick  call  each  day,  the  complaints 
were  usually  trivial  in  character  and  degree.  The  barracks  in  which  the  troops  were  quartered  were  without 
floors  for  several  months  but  were  treated  with  sand  or  cinders,  either  of  which,  when  dried  by  the  heat  from  the 
stoves,  formed  a  layer  almost  impervious  to  the  dampness  except  during  the  most  extreme  periods  of  rain. 
Cinders  were  also  spread  on  the  roads  and  paths  as  fast  as  they  could  be  obtained  and  gradually  a  hard  smooth 
surface  was  formed  which  made  it  possible  to  go  about  the  camp,  except  in  the  new  sections,  without  wading 
in  mud.  The  water  supply  for  the  camp  was  drawn  from  a  well  which  was  dug  shortly  after  the  camp  was 
established.  The  water  was  good  in  flavor  and  clearness  but  frequent  tests  in  the  labratory  showed  the  existence 
of  slight  pollution  and  everyone  was  required  to  drink  only  water  that  had  been  chlorinated.  The  Medical 
Department  has  been  vers' successful  in  its  administration,  and,  as  a  result  of  the  untiring  efforts  of  the  Camp 
Surgeon,  Major  YV.  A.  Frankland,  this  camp  is  one  of  the  healthiest  of  the  Transportation  Corps  camps  in 
France. 
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Shortly  after  the  armistice  was  signed  the  Transportation  Corps  began  a  systematic  and  gradual  reduction

of  its  personnel,  giving  first  consideration  to  those  soldiers  whose  return  to  the  United  States  was  most  urgent

Grasse  was  designated  as  a  casual  camp  for  all  Transportation  Corps  troops  returning  to  the  United  States  and

the  first  unit  to  be  formed  was  ready  for  evacuation  the  latter  part  of  December.  This  department  was  in 
charge  of  Major  George  W.  Dillman.  Major  Dillman  was  shortly  relieved  of  this  office  and  Captain  W.  C. 
Dockum  succeeded  him,  assisted  by  First  Lieutenant  IT.  Y.  Keeler.  Eleven  companies  of  Transportation 
Corps  troops  were  evacuated  through  this  casual  depot,  the  53rd  Company,  which  was  the  first  unit  to  depart, 
leaving  this  camp  on  January  12th,  1919.  On  February  13th  Captain  Dockum  was  succeeded  by  Lieutenant 
Keeler  and  on  April  25th  orders  were  received  closing  this  depot  as  a  center  for  the  evacuation  of  troops  to  the 
United  States. 

The  troops  at  this  camp  have  been  very  much  interested  in  athletics,  which  have  been  encouraged  and  sup- 
ported by  the  Camp  Commander.  One  has  only  to  imagine  our  army  without  its  base  ball,  foot  ball  and  other 
sports  which  have  occupied  the  soldiers  idle  time  to  realize  its  importance  to  the  army  organization.     Athletics

give  the  American  soldier  a  good  dose  of  the  necessary  relaxation  when  he  has  an  idle  moment.  Transportation 
Corps  troops  were  necessarily  very  busy  up  to  the  signing  of  the  armistice,  and  have  been  ever  since,  but  this 
has  not  affected  the  success  of  the  athletic  activities  at  Camp  de  Grasse.  In  August,  1918,  a  company  base  ball 
league  was  opened  and  eight  teams  fought  it  out  until  the  latter  part  of  October,  1918,  when  the  short  season 
closed  with  the  following  standing  :

Enough  ball  players  of  semi-professional  or  minor  league  experience  were  obtained  to  justify  a  camp  team, 
but  as  there  was  always  more  important  work  than  baseball  only  four  games  were  played  during  the  191 8  season. 
Three  of  these  games  resulted  in  victories  for  the  Camp  de  Grasse  team.  The  foot  ball  season  turned  out  a  good 
sized  squad  of  huskies  who  won  seven  games  and  lost  six.     Sergeant  C.  A.  Adams,  a  former  member  of  the 
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Quakers  of  Pitcairn,  Pa.,  captained  and  coached  the  team  in  a  very  creditable  manner,  and  Second  Lieutenant 
John  L.  Ross,  camp  athletic  officer,  gave  valuable  assistance.  After  the  closing  of  the  football  season  boxing 
and  wrestling  came  quickly  to  the  front.  Seven  excellent  boxing  shows  were  staged  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and 
many  exciting  bouts  were  witnessed.  Private  Hamilton  proved  to  be  one  of  the  cleverest  welterweights  in  the 
Intermediate  Section  of  the  S.  O.  S.  and  fought  nine  bouts  without  defeat.  Prive  Steve  Conlin  quickly  battled 
his  way  to  the  front,  and  Conlin's  name  on  the  boxing  card  at  Camp  de  Grasse  was  sure  to  fill  the  house.  He 
lost  but  one  decision  in  eight  bouts.  Private  Lemons  also  deserves  credit  for  his  ring  work,  as  does  Woblonski 
for  his  wrestling. 

As  this  is  being  written  the  1919  base  ball  season  is  still  in  its  infancy,  but  there  is  every  indication  of  Camp 
de  Grasse  having  a  winning  team.     Four  victories  have  been  secured  by  the  camp  team  and  no  defeats  mar  the

record.  A  league  of  six  company  teams  has  opened  and  many  interesting  games  are  expected  during  the  coming 
season.  The  success  of  athletics  in  any  army  camp  must  not  be  measured  entirely  by  the  victories  recorded, 
but  by  the  number  of  men  who  have  participated,  the  spirit  created,  and  the  interest  aroused.  Gauged  by  such 
standards,  the  athletic  policy  at  Camp  de  Grasse  has  met  with  success.  No  individual  has  shown  more  sports- 
manship, either  in  his  official  capacity  as  Commanding  Officer  of  Camp  de  Grasse,  or  as  a  rooter  sitting  in 
the  crowd,  than  Major  Strickler.     Athletics  have  his  whole  hearted  and  unstinted  support. 

Camp  athletics  are  under  the  supervision  of  First  Lieutenant  Dana  M.  Hubbard,  Camp  Athletic  Officer. 

The  activities  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  at  Camp  de  Grasse  began  shortly  after  the  arrival  of  the  51st  Engineers 
in  July,  1918.  Mr.  S.  C.  Lary  opened  a  canteen  in  a  tent  and  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  activities  were  conducted  here 
until  the  latter  part  of  August  when  the  large  "  hut  "  which  had  been  erected  by  the  troops  at  this  station  was 
completed.  The  building  consisted  of  a  large  auditorium  with  a  seating  capacity  of  i,ooo,  a  writing  room  and  a 
large  lobby  with  a  huge  fireplace.  With  the  arrival  of  Mr.  Price  as  Athletic  Director,  who  is  popularly  known  as 
"  Sunny  "  Price,  athletics  became  a  big  factor  in  the  entertainment  of  the  men  at  this  camp.  Religious  services 
were  conducted  regularly  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  ,an  educational  department  was  established  and  various  courses 
were  opened  in  English,  French,  Spanish,  history,  mathematics  and  other  subjects.  A  series  of  educational 
lectures  was  also  given  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  During  the  extreme  hot  weather  of  last  summer  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
erected  a  large  tent  on  the  bank  of  Loire  River  which  was  used  as  a  dressing  room  by  soldiers  of  this  camp  visit- 
ing the  Loire  for  their  daily  plunge.  At  the  close  of  the  football  season  Mr.  Price  was  succeeded  as  Athletic 
Director  by  Mr.  Leigh  Monosmith,  who  staged  several  boxing  cards  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.     The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  at 
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A  Social  Evening  at  the  Officers'  Club.

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the  present  time  has  a  large  circulating  library  and  also  provides  current  issues  of  the  popular  magazines  for 
free  distribution  to  the  enlisted  men.  Moving  pictures  have  been  provided  very  generously  and  much  has  been 
done  by  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  for  the  moral  welfare  of  the  troops  stationed  at  this  camp.  Mr.  George  W.  Hemry  is 
in  charge  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  he  is  ably  assisted  by  Mr.  E.  M.  Delaney  and  Mr.  Monosmith. 

A  portion  of  one  of  the  barracks  was  obtained  for  the  use  of  an  Officers'  Club,  and/due  to  the  efforts  of  the 
Camp  Construction  Officer,  a  very  cozy  clubroom  was  constructed.  The  walls  and  ceiling  were  covered  with 
beaverboard  and  an  especially  attractive  and  useful  open  hearth  was  built  in  the  center  of  the  clubroom.  The 
opening  of  the  club  was  held  on  Saturday  evening,  March  1st,  1919,  and  practically  all  the  officers  stationed 
at  this  camp,  together  with  a  number  of  invited  guests,  were  present  at  the  opening.  Very  creditable  enter- 
tainment was  furnished  and  a  club  luncheon  served  which  made  the  opening  of  the  club  a  very  successful  and 
enjoyable  affair. 

A  constitution  was  drawn  up  and  the  following  named  officers  were  elected  :  President,  Major  T.  J.  Stick- 
ler ;  Vice-President,  Lieutenant  F.  A.  Atwill ;  Secretary,  Lieutenant  W.  W.  Judson  ;  Treasurer,  Chaplain 
H.  Remy.     Various  committees  were  appointed  and  much  of  the  success  of  the  club  is  due  to  the  efforts  of  the 


Retreat  at  Camp  de  Grasse. 

House  Committee  which  is  composed  of  Lieutenant  C.  T.  Saunders,  Chaplain  H.  Remy  and  Lieutenant  H.  Fea- 
gin.  Regular  meetings  are  held  bi-monthly  usually  followed  b}T  a  buffet  lunch  and  "  smoker  ".  Several  dances 
have  been  held  which  have  been  quite  successful  and  very  much  enjoyed  by  the  officers  and  their  guests. 

A  "  smoker  "  was  held  in  the  clubroom  on  the  evening  of  April  22nd,  1919,  and  we  were  honored  with  the 
presence  of  a  number  of  distinguished  guests.  The  evening's  entertainment  was  opened  with  the  original 
presentation  of  the  Camp  de  Grasse  show,  «  1923  Review  ».  After  the  performance  a  luncheon  was  served  and 
additional  entertainment  provided  by  talent  secured  for  the  occasion  by  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Among  the  guests 
who  were  present  were  Brigadier  General  Atterbury,  Director  General  of  Transportation  ;  Brigadier  General 
McCoy,  Deputy  Director  General  of  Transportation  ;  Colonel  Van  Orden,  Headquarters  Commandant,  and 
other  officers  from  Headquarters. 

The  clubroom  is  provided  with  a  billiard  table  and  current  issues  of  all  the  popular  magazines  are  always  on 
file.  The  Officers'  Club  has  done  much  to  promote  friendship  among  the  officers  stationed  at  Camp  de  Grasse 
and  has  provided  a  means  by  which  they  have  been  able  to  form  associations  with  other  officers,  and  by  doing  so 
the  Officers'  Club  of  Camp  de  Grasse  has  become  a  center  of  social  activity. 

In  February,  1919,  volunteers  were  called  for  from  all  Transportation  Corps  camps  for  service  in  Northern 
Russia.  Many  officers  and  enlisted  men  stationed  at  this  camp  volunteered  for  this  service,  and  two  companies 
were  organized  here  from  volunteers  obtained  from  the  various  Transportation  Corps  camps.  These  troops, 
under  command  of  Major  M.  M.  MacMorland,  left  Camp  de  Grasse  the  latter  part  of  February  to  take  up  the 
very  difficult  task  of  operating  railroads  for  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces  in  Northern  Russia. 

Camp  de  Grasse  has  been  inspected  by  General  Pershing  on  two  occasions,  first  in  July,  1918,  during  the 
construction  period  of  the  camp,  and  again  in  February,  1919,  while  making  a  tour  of  the  entire  A.  E.  F.

The  90th  Company,  Transportation  Corps,  United  States  Army,  was  organized  on  April  23rd,  1918,  at 
Camp  de  Grasse,  St.  Pierre  des  Corps,  France.  The  original  designation  of  the  unit  was  Detachment  «  A  », 
First  Provisional  Depot  Battalion,  Railway  Operating  Troops,  and  was  commanded  by  Captain  L.  L-  Bridges. 

The  personnel  of  the  organization  was  obtained  from  various  line  organizations  and  consisted  of  men  who 
where  especially  qualified  for  the  duties  which  they  were  to  perform.  The  table  of  organization  included  engin- 
eers, firemen,  trainmen,  mechanics,  and  other  specialists  necessary  for  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  a 
standard  gauge  railroad  system. 

In  June  1918,  the  organization  was  absorbed  by  the  59th  Engineers  and  became  known  as  Company  «B», 
59th  Engineers.     Major  E.  B.  Whitman  was  in  command  of  the  59th  Engineers  with  headquarters  at  Nevers. 

When  the  Transportation  Corps,  in  September,  incorporated  the  59th  Engineers  with  other  Engineer  units 
in  to  the  Transportation  Corps,  the  59th  Engineers  became  known  as  the  59th  Regiment,  Transportation  Corps, 
and  this  organization  changed  its  designation  to  Company  «  B  »,  59th  Regiment,  Transportation  Corps  ;  Major 
Whitman  retaining  command  of  the  Battalion  until  it  was  dissolved  on  December  6th,  1918,  when  each  Trans- 
portation Corps  company  was  put  on  its  own  footing  as  a  separate  unit  of  the  Transportation  Corps.  This 
organization  then  became  known  as  the  90th  Company,  Transportation  Corps,  which  designation  it  has  held 
to  the  present  time. 

Captain  L.  L-  Bridges,  the  original  Commanding  Officer  of  the  company,  was  succeeded  by  Captain  F.  M 
Smith  on  June  29th,  1918.  Captain  Smith  commanded  the  company  until  August  2nd,  when  he  was  placed 
in  command  of  the  51st  Engineers,  also  stationed  at  Camp  de  Grasse.  He  was  succeeded  by  First  Lieutenant 
H.  B.  Wells  who  was  subsequently  promoted  to  the  grade  of  Captain. 

Captain  Wells  was  well  liked  by  the  men  of  the  companj^  and  he  was  a  very  popular  Commanding  Officer. 
He  was  succeeded  by  First  Lieutenant  J.  L.  Emmerich  on  December  5th,  1918,  who  is  the  present  Commanding 
Officer  of  the  organization. 

Much  credit  is  due  to  the  members  of  this  command  who  have  made  the  operation  of  the  only  American 
operated  passenger  trains  in  France  so  successful.  The  American  Special,  an  all-American  passenger  train  for 
the  exclusive  use  of  the  officers  and  men  of  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces,  and  commonly  known  as  the 
T-C  Train,  which  operates  between  Tours  and  Chaumont,  is  operated  almost  exclusively  by  the  personnel  of 
this  organization.  The  personnel  of  the  Rocade  Train,  also  operated  by  American  personnel  between  St.  Pierre 
des  Corps  and  Toul  for  use  of  American  Officers  and  men,  was  largely  composed  of  members  of  this  company. 

The  health  of  the  members  of  this  command  has  been  exceptionally  good,  and,  although  several  men  have 
been  classified  by  the  Disability  Board  and  evacuated  to  the  United  States  for  discharge,  no  members  of  this 
command  have  died  from  disease. 

Unfortunately  one  of  our  men  met  an  untimely  death  when  he  was  accidently  killed  in  line  of  duty  at 
St.  Pierre  des  Corps  Yards  on  November  2nd,  1918.  Private  Fisrt  Class  William  P.  Dtirkin  gave  his  life  in  the 
service  of  his  country.     He  was  buried  with  military  honors  at  the  La  Salle  Cemete^,  Tours,  France. 

Among  the  philanthropic  accomplishments  of  the  organization  it  should  be  mentioned  that  through  popular 
subscription  enough  money  was  raised  to  provide  for  the  education  and  proper  care  of  a  French  war  orphan, 
whose  father  gave  his  life  in  the  great  struggle  for  Democracy.

The  91st  Company,  Transportation  Corps,  originally  known  as  Company  C,  59th  Engineers,  Railway,  was 
organized  on  July  18th,  1918,  at  Camp  de  Grasse,  St.  Pierre  des  Corps,  being  composed  of  men  from  the  Camp 
Meade  Replacement  Draft,  R.  T.  C.  Casual  Company,  and  members  of  the  59th  Battalion  of  Engineers, 
Railway,  stationed  at  Camp  de  Grasse,  St.  Pierre  des  Corps.  These  men  were  picked  men,  all  having  conside- 
rable railroad  experience  in  the  States  and  the  company  was  brought  to  full  strength  with  men  from  combat 
units  at  the  Front  who  had  qualifications  as  skilled  railroad  men.  The  company  was  organized  for  the  purpose 
of  operating  standard  gauge  railroads  in  France  and  was  stationed  at  this  camp  to  operate  out  of  St.  Pierre  des 
Corps.  About  twenty  percent  of  the  company  were  placed  in  the  road  service,  operating  trains  on  the  Paris  and 
Orleans  Railroad  ;  and  the  remaining  members  of  the  company  were  assigned  to  duty  at  St.  Pierre  des  Corps 
Round  House,  Car  Shops,  and  Yards. 

First  Lieutenant  John  C.  McLean  was  assigned  as  Commanding  Officer  on  July  21st,  1918,  and  was  relieved 
from  duty  February  19th,  1919.  On  March  7th,  1919,  Charles  F.  Gushing,  First  Lieutenant,  Tank  Corps,  was 
assigned  to  the  company  as  Commanding  Officer  and  assumed  his  duties  on  March  8th,  1919. 

On  September  23rd,  1918  the  various  Engineer  companies  at  Camp  de  Grasse  were  changed  to  companies, 
Transportation  Corps,  and  Company  C,  59th  Engineers  became  Company  C,  59th  Regiment  Transportation 
Corps.  In  December  1918,  all  Transportation  Corps  companies  became  individual  units  and  this  company  was 
then  designated  as  the  91st  Company,  Transportation  Corps. 

On  December  27th,  1918,  the  84th  Company,  Transportation  Company  was  ordered  to  the  States  ;  classi- 
fied men  were  transferred  into  this  company  and  the  91st  Company  furnished  eighty-six  men.  Eighty-five  men 
of  the  original  84th  Company  Transportation  Corps,  which  were  not  classified  for  the  States  were  transferred 
into  the  91st  Company.  Among  these  men  were  First  Sergeant  Charles  E.  Brewster,  who  was  made  First 
Sergeant  of  the  91st  Company  ;  Sergeant  First  Class  Charles  L.  Conway  ;  Sergeants  Hancock,  Weaver,  Law, 
Truxell,  and  Harris  ;  Corporals  Moak,  Scott,  Schmitt,  Myers,  Reece,  and  Turvey.  The  members  of  this  compa- 
ny, who  were  not  engaged  in  railroad  work  have  been  used  to  erect  barracks,  improve  the  grounds,  and  otherwise 
complete  the  camp,  and  considering  the  inexperience  of  most  of  the  workers  in  this  line  of  work  the  buildings 
went  up  rapidly  and  other  work  around  the  camp  was  done  in  a  very  creditable  manner.

The  83rd  Compairy, Transportation  Corps,  which  was  originally  known  as  Company  A,  51st  separate  battal- 
ion of  engineers,  was  organized  at  Camp  Lee,  Virginia,  March  27th,  1918,  when  the  first  detachment  of  soldiers 
reported  and  were  assigned  to  Capt.  Lloyd  H.  Grandy,  E.  R.  C.  for  duty.  The  Company  was  gradually 
formed  from  railroad  men  who  were  reporting  daily  from  all  parts  of  the  country.  It  was  organized  for  the  pur- 
pose of  'operating  standard  gauge  railroads  and  was  made  up  of  skilled  men  from  many  roads.  On  May  4th, 
1918,  the  company,  commanded  by  1st  Lieutenant  Charles  H.  Benton,  moved  to  Belvoir,  Virginia,  where  it 
received  military  training  and  began  work  on  a  narrow  gauge  line  from  the  Potomac  River  to  Camp  Humphries, 
then  under  construction. 

At  Belvoir  the  company  was  given  the  final  touches  for  overseas  work  ;  replacements  brought  it  to  full 
strength,  and,  on  June  28th,  1918  the  company  moved  to  the  port  of  embarkation  It  was  composed  of  249 
enlisted  men  and  the  following  officers  :  First  Lieutenant  Charles  H.  Benton,  commanding  ;  First  Lieutenant 
James  C.  Gray  ;  Second  Lieutenant  Herbert  L.  Cooper,  and  Second  Lieutenant  M.  Burton  Deady.  On  June 
30th,  aboard  the  former  German  raider  Kronprintz  Wilhelm,  now  renamed  the  Von  Steuben,  the  51st  sailed. 
'Nine  days  later  port  was  made  at  Brest  ;  and  after  a  day  in  Pontnazen  Barracks,  Company  A,  entrained  for 
Camp  de  Grasse,  St.  Pierre  des  Corps,  which  was  to  be  the  centre  of  its  activities. 

Once  in  camp  and  the  work  of  providing  suitable  quarters  begun,  the  men  started  their  work,  miles  away 
from  any  firing  line  but  none  the  less  essential.  Some  immediately  received  instructions  in  the  French  system 
of  railroading  and  some  went  to  the  Salvage  Plant  nearby.  The  demand  on  the  French  Railway  System,  both 
in  men  and  material,  was  probably  never  more  urgent  than  during  the  summer  of  1918  with  the  tremendous 
influx  of  American  troops.  Company  "  A  "  gave  the  best  that  it  was  in  it,  both  in  the  train  and  engine  service 
and  in  the  Round  House  and  Car  Shops.  Nearly  every  man  was  a  skilled  railroad  man  and  upon  learning 
the  foreign  methods,  the  company  as  a  whole  found  itself  quickly  and  performed  its  work  efficiently. 

In  October,  1918,  the  51st  Engineers  became  the  51st  Transportation  Corps  and  December,  1918,  Company 
"A"  became  known  as  the  83rd  Company,  Transportation  Corps.  The  end  of  the  fighting  in  November  brought 
no  let-up  for  the  American  railroad  men  in  France,  for  the  combat  troops  almost  immediately  began  the  first 
stages  of  their  trip  back  to  America.  In  January  1919,  Second  Lieutenant  Hugh  J.  Feagin,  who  had  been 
commissioned  from  the  83rd  Company,  relieved  First  Lieutenant  Charles  H.  Benton  as  Commanding  Officer. 
Another  enlisted  man  who  rose  from  the  ranks  was  First  Sergeant  John  R.  Cunningham,  who  went  to  Peri- 
gueux  as  Assistant  Trainmaster. 

Lieutenant  Feagin  was  transferred  as  Personnel  Adjutant  to  the  Touraine  Division  in  April,  1919,  being 
succeeded  by  First  Lieutenant  Dana  M.  Hubbard,  Field  Artillery,  the  present  Commanding  Officer.  The 
other  officers  are  Second  Lieutenant  M.  Burton  Deady,  and  Second  Lieutenant  Hugh  A.  Kneisley,  A.  S. 
Transfers  and  evacuation^  have  shaken  up  the  company  somewhat,  but  there  is  still  among  the  men  more  than 
a  generous  sprinkling  of  those,  who  went  thru  the  first  days  of  the  organization  in  Camp  Belvoir,  and  who  still 
think  of  it  as  Company  A,  of  the  51st  Engineers. 
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First  Lieutenant  Arthur  F.  AinsliE,  Commanding  Officer. 
First  lieutenant  Robert  L,.  Robbins,  Jr. 
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The  85th  Company,  Transportation  Corps,  was  originally  known  as  Company  C,  51st  Engineers,  and  was 
formed  at  Camp  Lee,  Virginia,  April  24th,  1918.  On  May  4th,  1918,  Company  C,  with  the  51st  Engineers,  left 
Camp  Lee,  Virginia,  for  Camp  AA  Humphries,  Virginia,  arriving  there  the  same  day.  Comapny  C  had  in 
command  Second  Lieutenant  Carter  C.  Saunders,  and  Second  Lieutenants  James  L.  Emmerich  and  Thomas 
M.  Bryden.  The  51st  Engineers  left  the  States  on  June  30th,  1918  and  reached  Brest  on  July  9th,  1918.  The 
stay  at  Brest  was  short  and  on  July  nth,  1918,  the  battalion  entrained  fot  St.  Pierre  des  Corps,  Indre-et-Loire, 
and  arrived  there  on  July  12th,  1918. 

Upon  arrival  at  Camp  de  Grasse,  St.  Pierre  des  Corps,  the  camp  was  found  incompleted  and  the  construct- 
ion of  barracks  and  improvement  of  camp  grounds  was  begun  immediately. 

Steps  were  soon  taken  to  have  the  various  railroad  men  qualified  for  railroad  operation  with  the  French. 
The  qualification  showed  a  total  of  one-hundred  ninety-three  (193)  men  qualified  for  this  service  with  twenty- 
five  engineers,  forty-nine  firemen,  forty-five  conductors  ,and  seventy-four  brakemen.  .  This  qualification  and 
examination  of  the  men  progressed  rapidly  and  within  a  very  short  time  every  man  available  for  such  duty  was 
operating  on  the  railroad. 

Due  to  the  great  demand  for  supplies  at  the  Front,  the  men  worked  almost  continually  being  out  on  the  road 
sometime  for  sixty  or  seventy  hours  on  a  trip,  and  getting  only  four  or  five  hours  rest  at  the  camp  before  going 
out  again.  Since  the  signing  of  the  Armistice  the  work  being  much  lighter,  the  men  have  had  more  chance  for 
rest  and  recreation  between  the  runs. 

On  June  15th,  1918,  Captain  George  W.  Martin  and  Lieutenant  Harry  O.  Waechter  were  assigned  to  the 
company,  the  former  as  commanding  officer,  relieving  Lieutenant  Carter  T.  Saunders,  who  was  later  assigned  to 
the  Headquarters  Company.  Shortly  after  our  arrival  in  France,  Lieutenant  James  L.  Emmerich  was  relieved 
of  his  duties  with  this  company  and  assigned  to  the  59th  Engineers.  In  October,  1918,  Captain  George  W.  Mar- 
tin was  relieved  as  commanding  officer  and  assigned  to  the  66th  Engineers.  On  July  15,  1918  Lieutenant  John 
L  Ross  was  attached  and  later  assigned  and  remained  with  the  company  until  February,  1919,  when  he  volunt- 
eered his  services  with  the  167th  Company  Transportation  Corps,  which  formed  a  part  of  the  Russian  Expedit- 
ion, Transportation  Corps.  During  the  period  of  his  stay  with  the  company  he  served  as  Commanding  Officer, 
Mess  Officer,  Camp  Athletic  Officer  and  Camp  Censor.  In  September  1918,  Lieutenant  David  T.  Hickey  was 
assigned  and  placed  on  duty  at  Le  Mans  as  trainmaster  and  was  later  transferred  to  the  144th  Company7,  Trans- 
portation Corps.  In  November  1918,  Lieutenant  Arthur  F.  Ainslie  was  assigned  to  the  company  as  Commanding 
Officer.  In  February  1919,  Lieutenant  Harry  O.  Waechter  was  transferred  to  Saumur,  where  he  had  been  on 
special  duty  since  December,  1918.  In  April  1919,  Lieutenant  Robert  L.  Robbins  was  assigned  and  Lieutenant 
Thomas  M.  Bryden  relieved  and  assigned  to  Saumur. 

Since  January  1st,  1919,  a  great  many  transfers  have  been  made  to  various  organizations  where  there  was 
a  greater  demand  for  railroad  men,  so  that  on  May  1st,  1919.  the  85th  Company,  Transportation  Corps,  had  only 
about  sixty-three  men  operating  trains  out  of  this  Camp.

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The  134th  Company,  Transportation  Corps  was  organized  as  Company  A,  of  the  69th  Engineers  at  Fort 
Myer,  Virginia,  July  17th,  1918,  under  the  command  of  De  Forest  Howry.  This  company  was  composed  of 
men  from  practically  every  state  in  the  Union  and  were  formerly  employees  of  several  of  the  important  railroads. 
The  majority  of  the  members  of  this  company  are  married  and  although  they  held  from  ten  to  twenty  years 
seniority  rights  on  their  respective  roads,  they  enlisted  their  services  in  a  spirit  of  patriotism.  They  were  put 
through  a  series  of  strenuous  close-order  drill,  bayonet  and  gas-mask  instructions,  and  a  course  on  the  Edsall 
rifle  range.  This  company  was  one  of  the  few  which  received  special  training  in  the  Japanese  art  of  self-defense, 
known  as  Jiu-jitsu,  under  the  capable  tutorship  of  Captain  Smith,  the  famous  exponent  of  that  art. 

Being  fully  equipped  for  overseas  duty  this  company  left  Fort  Myer  on  September  19th,  1918,  under  the 
command  of  Captain  E.  B.  Mitchell,  with  a  full  company  of  two-hundred-fifty  men.  The  company  sailed  from 
the  States  on  September  23rd,  1918  and  landed  at  St.  Nazaire,  France  on  October  6th,  1918.  Ten  da3's  later 
they  entrained  for  Camp  de  Grasse,  St.  Pierre  des  Corps,  arriving  there  October  17th,  1918. 

This  company  was  redesignated  as  the  134th  Company,  Transportation  Corps,  on  December  27th,  1918, 
under  the  command  of  First  Lieutenant  R.  E.  Farmer,  who  was  later  sent  to  St.  Sulpice  (Izon),  as  Assistant 
Superintendent  of  Terminals.  First  Lieutenant  Harold  C.  Archibald,  C.  A.  C,  was  assigned  as  Company 
Commander  three  days  later.  The  original  officers  of  this  company  .being  men  of  railroad  experience,  have  one 
by  one  been  sent  to  various  parts  of  France  and  have  been  assigned  to  duties  of  importance  at  the  various  rail- 
road terminals  operating  French  railroads  under  the  American  supervision.  All  the  officers,  as  well  as  a  number 
of  enlisted  men,  received  special  instructions  in  French  railroad  instructions  at  the  R.  T.  O.  Railroad  School  at 
Angers,   France. 

The  members  of  this  company,  all  first-class  engineers,  firemen,  conductors,  and  brakemen  have  been 
faithful  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  working  constantly  in  their  various  capacities,  operating  both  French 
and  American  trains  out  of  St.  Pierre  des  Corps  and  Tours.  Every  man  who  was  sent  out  for  instructions 
in  French  Railroad  operations  succeeded  in  passing  the  French  examinations  for  railroad  operating  men. 

Since  arriving  in  France  the  company  has  been  unfortunate  in  losing  Private  Eewis  Romes  and  Private 
James  G.  R}-an,  both  having  died  from  sickness  ;  also  Private  First  Class  James  B.  Wynn,  who  was  killed  by 
accident  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  as  firemen. 

Altho  as  an  operating  unit,  this  Company  has  not  been  actually  engaged  at  the  Front  or  in  the  exposed 
areas,  all  members  of  the  Company  have  tried  to  do  their  bit  and  feel  that  they  have  succeeded  as  a  connecting 
link  in  the  great  army  of  Democracy.  They  were  called  upon  to  deliver  troops  and  supplies  and  worked  with 
untiring  energy  and  true  American  patriotism  to  accomplish  their  purpose.  Had  they  been  called  upon  to 
work  under  the  difficulties  of  close  contact  with  the  enemy,  they  would  have  done  their  part  with  the  same  spirit 
of  enthusiasm.

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The  135th  Company,  Transportation  Corps,  came  overseas,  as  Company  B,  69th  Engineers,  a  railroad 
operating  battalion  formed  at  Fort  Myer;  Virginia,  with  Major  C.  B.  Falley  in  Command.  The  entire  battalion 
left  the  United  States  on  September  23rd,  1918  and  arrived  in  France  at  St.  Nazaire  on  October  6th,  1918. 
Leaving  that  point  on  October  16th,  1918,  the  battalion  arrived  at  its  permanent  station  at  Camp  de  Grasse, 
St.  Pierre  des  Corps,  on  October  17th,  1918. 

On  board  ship  Captain  Norman  contracted  the  Spanish  Influenza  and  was  removed  to  the  Ship's  Hospital. 
First  Lieutenant  Walter  D.  Hamilton  assumed  command  and  later,  when  Captain  Norman  rejoined  his  compa- 
ny at  Camp  de  Grasse,  he  resumed  his  command  relieving  Lieutenant  Hamilton.  Lieutenant  Hamilton  was 
then  assigned  as  Car  Shop  Foreman  and  Lieutenant  Bergstrom  assigned  as  Night  Engine  House  Foreman. 

On  October  26th  Captain  Norman  and  Lieutenants  Hamilton  and  Raymond  were  ordered  to  the  R.  T.  O. 
School  at  Angers  for  a  two  week's  course  of  instruction.  While  there,  Lieutenant  Raymond  was  detached  from 
his  organization  and  sent  to  Paris  with  the  Lost  Baggage  Bureau,  later  being  transferred  out  of  the  Company. 
At  the  same  time  Lieutenants  Bergstrom  and  Chapman  were  transferred  to  the  11 8th  Engineers  and  sent  to 
Bar-le-Duc,  this  leaving  the  company  without  any  officers  for  a  period  of  four  or  five  days  ;  First  Sergeant  Harry 
Cowburn  taking  command  of  the  organization.  Upon  their  return  from  the  R.  T.  O.  School,  Captain  Norman 
resumed  command  of  the  Company,  and  Lieutenant  Hamilton  was  assigned  as  Night  Engine  House  Foreman  at 
St.  Pierre  des  Corps.  He  was  later  relieved  and  when  Captain  Norman  was  sent  to  the  office  of  the  Terminal 
Superintendent  at  Brest  on  January  1st,  1919,  Lieutenant  Hamilton  assumed  command  of  the  Company  again. 

The  battalion  was  broken  up  in  December,  1918  and  Company  B,  69th  Engineers  was  reformed  into  the 
135th  Company,  Transportation  Corps. 

Before  leaving  the  States,  all  of  the  shopmen  in  the  Battalion  were  transferred  to  "  B  "  Company.  The 
other  two  companies  kept  all  of  the  road  men.  Shortly  after  arriving  at  Camp  de  Grasse,  the  boilermakers, 
machinists,  engine  watchmen,  etc.,  with  the  exception  of  those  required  for  Company  administration  were 
taken  out  and  assigned  to  duty  at  St.  Pierre  des  Corps  Engine  House.  This  detail  consisted  of  between  sixty 
and  sixty-five  men.  Within  a  few  days  after  this  detail  reported  for  duty,  Private  William  Brigham  was 
placed  in  charge  of  the  drop  pit  work  and  later  he  was  made  a  Master  Engineer,  Junior  Grade,  and  transferred 
out  of  the  organization.  He  discharged  the  duties  of  that  station  in  a  very  creditable  manner.  Corporal 
Louis  W.  Bern'  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  running  repairs  at  the  Engine  House  and  he  made  a  good  record. 
Mechanics  Daley  and  Ryan,  Privates  Vaughan,  Rupp,  and  Schaede  made  excellent  records  as  machinists  and 
Private  Moser  as  boilermaker.  Sergeant  Fogle  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  Engine  Watchmen  on  the  night 
shift. 

This  Company  furnished  about  thirty  men  continuously  for  the  Car  Shop  detail,  until  the  Americans  were 
taken  off  of  this  work.  Private  First  Class  Redmon,  later  promoted  to  the  grade  of  Master  Engineer,  Junior 
Grade,  shortly  after  reporting  on  the  detail  was  given  charge  of  the  Maintenance  of  the  Tours-Chaumont  Spec- 
ial. Later  he  was  sent  to  the  United  States  and  Mechanic  Zeitler,  of  this  organization  was  placed  in  charge, 
Mechanic  Hissey  was  made  the  Chief  Car  Inspector,  and  Corporal  Mc  Quillan,  Assistant  General  Foreman. 
Mechanic  Rosenquist  was  made  Track  Foreman. 

This  company  was  represented  on  the  Camp  Football  Team  which  played  the  greater  part  of  the  winter 
with  Sergeant  William  L.  Park,  Corporal  Wesley  L.  Mackenna,  and  Private  Mc  Dermott.  Sergeant  Park 
played  in  nearly  everyone  of  the  games  and  was  rated  as  one  of  the  best  tackles.  Privates  Mc  Dermott  and 
Dowd,  Sergeant  Earl  L.  Green,  and  Corporal  Benjamin  W.  Behm  formed  a  quartette,  with  Private  Mc  Dermott 
as  soloist.  These  men  were  always  in  demand,  on  the  boat  coming  over  and  in  the  Camp  for  entertainment 
purposes.  Later  both  Sergeant  Green  and  Corporal  Behm  were  transferred  out  of  the  Company  and  the  quar- 
tette broken  up,  but  on  a  number  of  occasions  Private  Mc  Dermott  and  Private  Dowd,  furnished  entertainment 
at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  various  company  mess  halls. 
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Captain  James  Sykora,  Commanding  Officer. 
Second  Lieutenant  Franck  P.  Eyman. 
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The  136th  Company,  Transportation  Corps,  which  was  originally  Company  C  of  the  69th  Engineers  was 
organized  at  Fort  Myer,  Virginia  on  July  27th,  1918.  The  two  months  following  were  spent  in  bringing  the 
organization  up  to  strength  and  in  drilling,  musketry,  and  hiking,  thus  preparing  the  personnel  for  duties  as 
soldiers  "  Over  There  ".  The  enlisted  personnel  of  the  organization  were  of  an  especially  high  grade  for  the 
railway  work  in  which  the}'  were  to  be  engaged  in  France,  for  they  had  been  picked  from  various  camps  in  the 
United  States  because  of  their  special  experience  in  the  United  States  on  railroads. 

In  September,  igi8,the  organization  left  Fort  Myer  with  the  rest  of  the  69th  Engineers  for  Camp  Merritt, 
New  Jersey.  Here  the  equipment  of  the  personnel  was  brought  to  completion  and  the  organization  left  for 
Hoboken,  New  Jersey,  September  22nd,  setting  sail  the  next  day  for  France.  Three  days  before  arrival  in 
France  Corporal  H.  A.  Mull  succombed  to  pneumonia  and  influenza,  and  the  day  after  arrival  in  France  First 
Lieutenant  McGrain  died  of  the  same  disease.  Both  were  interned  with  military  honors  in  the  military  ce  e- 
tary  at  St.  Nazaire.     The  company  arrived  at  St.  Nazaire  on  October  6th,  1918. 

On  the  1 6th  of  October  the  company  left  St.  Nazaire  with  the  rest  of  the  69th  Engineers  for  Camp  de 
Grasse  at  St.  Pierre  des  Corps  (Indre-et-Loire) .  At  this  camp  the  organization  was  again  classified  according  to 
its  engineers,  firemen,  conductors,  brakemen,  yardmen,  and  clerical  men  ;  given  a  short  course  of  instruction  in 
French  methods  and  signals  ;  and  immediately  placed  on  the  road.  After  a  short  time  of  operating  out  of  this 
camp,  it  was  the  intention  to  send  the  organization  to  the  Advance  Zone  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  munit- 
ions and  supplies  to  the  men  in  the  trenches  and  preparations  were  well  under  way  when  the  Armistice  was  sign- 
ed. The  organization  has  remained  in  this  camp  and  the  personnel  remains  on  duty  operating  French  and  Ame- 
rican trains. 

On  December  27th,  igi8,the  69th  Engineers  was  transferred  into  the  Transportation  Corps  and  Company 
"  C  "  was  designated  as  the  136th  Company  Transportation  Corps.  The  original  personnel  has  changed  consid- 
erably, especially  as  to  officers,  all  of  whom  have  been  transferred  to  other  points.  Lieutenant  Prentice  was 
transferred  to  Troop  Movement  Bureau  at  Transportation  Headquarters,  Tours,  and  Lieutenant  Stainthorp  was 
assigned  to  duty  as  Road  Foreman  of  Engines.  Lieutenant  Johnson,  who  was  then  left  in  command,  was 
transferred  to  Brest  as  Assistant  Terminal  Trainmaster,  and  First  Lieutenant  Eugene  T.  Conway,  Coast  Artill- 
ery Corps,  assumed  command.  Shortly  thereafter  volunteers  were  solicited  for  service  in  Northern  Russia,  to 
which  expedition  this  company  liberally  responded.  Lieutenant  Conway,  Corporal  De  Bois,  Private  1st  Class 
Ellison,  and  Private  Levin  being  among  those  who  were  selected  from  among  the  volunteers.  Upon  departure 
of  Lieutenant  Conway,  Captain  James  Sykora,  Tank  Corps,  whose  organization  had  departed  for  the  United 
States,  was  assigned  as  Commanding  Officer.  Recently  Lieutenant  Frank  P.  Eyman,  now  on  detached  service 
at  Orleans  and  Les  Aubrais,  has  been  assigned  to  the  compan}7. 

When  athletics  came  in  for  considerable  attention  for  the  A.  E.  F.  this  company  was  well  represented  and 
there  were  quite  a  number  of  good  athletes  present,  as  will  be  attested  by  their  records  in  the  camp  and  in  the 
A.  E.  F.  boxing,  wrestling,  foot-ball,  and  base-ball  results.

The  160th  Company,  Transportation  Corps  was  created  at  Contres,  Loir  et  Cher,  from  the  Infantry  Replac- 
ement Unit,  per  G.  O.  No.  86,  Hq.  First  Replacement  Depot,  February  23rd,  1919.  The  majority  of  the  men 
making  up  the  company  originally  came  to  France  with  the  76th  Division,  which,  upon  arrival  in  France,  was 
made  into  a  Replacement  Division.  After  having  broken  up  several  times,  a  number  of  the  original  group  were 
formed  into  a  unit  known  as  the  First  Provisional  Company.  This  was  at  St.  Amand.  Later  the  Company 
was  sent  to  the  Classification  Camp  at  St.  Aignan,  from  whence  they  were  sent  to  Contres  to  form  the  160th 
Company,  Transportation  Corps.  At  10  :  30  A.  M.  on  March  7th,  1919,  the  compan}r  marched  out  of  Contres 
for  St.  Aignan,  where  they  arrived  at  1  :  30  P.  M.  and  entrained  for  St.  Pierre  des  Corps,  in  compliance  with 
S.  O.  65,  par.  100,  Hq.  First  Replacement  Depot,  March  6th,  1919. 

It  was  a  tired  looking  outfit  that  detrained  at  2  :  30  A.  M.  on  the  8th  and  marched  into  Camp.  Two  days 
later  the  work  of  Railroad  Military  Police  commenced  in  earnest.  Guards  were  posted  in  the  yards  at  St.  Pierre 
des  Corps  and  Tours,  and  all  cars  carrying  Government  property  were  guarded  from  out  of  St  .Pierre  des  Corps 
by  the  Train  Guards. 
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76th  COMPANY,  TRANSPORTATION   CORPS 
U.  S.  ARMY 


The  76th  Company,  Transportation  Corps,  formerly  designated  as  Company  F,  66th  Engineers,  sailed  from 
the  United  States  in  the  latter  part  of  June,  1918,  and  arrived  in  France  on  the  6th  of  July,  1918.  The  personnel 
of  the  organization  consisted  mainly  of  railroad  operating  men  from  the  various  divisions  of  the  eastern  and 
central  parts  of  the  United  States,  chiefly  all  engineers  and  firemen,  all  of  them  being  standard  gauge  operators. 

In  December,  1918,  Company  "  F  "  of  the  66th  Engineers  became  the  76th  Company,  Transportation  Corps, 
and  were  stationed  at  St.  Florentin,  France,  engaged  in  railroad  operation.  This  company  reported  for  duty 
at  Camp  de  Grasse,  St.  Pierre  des  Corps,  on  January  23rd,  1919  and  Captain  George  Martin  relieved  Second 
Lieutenant  George  R.  Frey,  who  was  sent  back  to  the  Advance  Section  for  assignment  to  duty  with  the  railroad 
operating  and  maintenance  of  way  troops.  A  large  portion  of  the  original  personnel  of  the  76th  Company  was 
transferred  to  the  128th  Companj',  then  under  the  command  of  Captain  Martin,  which  company  was  later  as- 
signed to  operating  railroads  in  Verdun,  leaving  this  station  in  the  middle  of  February,  1919. 

All  classified  men  of  the  128th  Company,  Transportation  Corps,  awaiting  evacuation  to  the  United  States, 
were  transferred  to  the  76th  Company,  and  First  Lieutenant  Robert  E..  Robbins,  Jr.,  was  attached  to  the  organ- 
zation  as  Commanding  Officer,  relieving  Captain  Martin  on  February  I2th,  1919. 

The  76th  Company,  while  at  Camp  de  Grasse,  was  used  as  a  replacement  depot  for  Transportation  Corps 
troops  awaiting  assignment  or  classification.  During  the  activities  of  the  organization  at  Camp  de  Grasse, 
twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  organization  was  evacuated  to  the  United  States  for  honorable  discharge  from  the 
Service. 

The  76th  Company  was  disbanded  on  April  24th,  1919,  and  all  soldiers  were  transferred  to  organizations 
within  the  district  of  Tours  and  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  14th  Grand  Division,  Transportation  Corps. 
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7th  BAND,  ARMY  SERVICE  CORPS

The  7th  Band,  Army  Service  Corps,  was  organized  on  February  15th,  1919,  at  Camp  de  Grasse  and  the 
personnel  was  obtained  from  the  various  Transportation  Corps  organizations  stationed  at  this  camp.  Second 
Lieutenant  J.  P.  Edwards,  formerly  Band  Leader  of  the  149th  Infantry  Band,  was  placed  in  command  of  this 
organization  on  March  10th,  1919,  and  through  his  untiring  efforts  and  capable  instruction  the  band  has  devel- 
oped into  a  very  creditable  organization.  A  complete  set  of  new  instruments  was  secured  which  has  added 
much  to  the  appearance  as  well  as  the  efficiency  of  the  organization.  A  band  concert  is  given  each  day  in  front 
of  Headquarters  which  is  very  much  enjoyed  by  the  troops  stationed  as  this  camp. 

A  fifteen  piece  orchestra  composed  of  members  of  the  band  adds  to  the  entertainment  at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
each  evening  and  provides  music  for  dances  and  other  entertainments  held  at  the  Officers'  Club.  Several  suc- 
cessful band  concerts  have  been  given  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  auditorium  and  its  members  have  always  been 
very  generous  in  furnishing  music  for  football  and  baseball  games.

He  grad- 
uated from  the  University  of  Kansas  in  1906,  with  the 
degree  of  B.  S.  in  Civil  Engineering.  He  is  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Kansas  Public  Utilities  Commission 
and  a  member  of  the  Kansas  Water  Commission. 

He  entered  active  service  as  Captain,  E.  R.  C, 
September  25th,  1917,  attended  Officers'  Training 
School,  and  upon  completion  was  assigned  to  the  114th 
Engineers,  Camp  Beauregard,  Louisiana.  He  arrived 
in  France,  January  19th,  1918.  He  was  attached  to 
the  116th  Engineers  from  February  17th,  1918  to  March

B.  S.  in  1916,  and  was  a  Research  Chemist  until  he 
entered  the  Army. 

He  attended  the  Second  Training  School  at  Fort 
Sheridan,  Illinois,  and  was  commissioned  First  Lieuten- 
ant, Field  Artillery,  on  November  27th,  1917.  He 
arrived  in  France,  April  9th,  1918,  with  the  Second 
Ammunition  Train.  He  served  with  the  Third  Divis- 
ion at  Chateau-Thierry  Sector  as  Regimental  Billetting 
Officer.  Promoted  to  Captain,  June  21st,  1918,  and 
assigned  to  the  Tank  Corps,  and  ordered  to  the  Heavy 
Tank  Training  Center  in  England.
